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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 


MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1957. 

The  year  1957  could  be  considered  a  satisfactory  year  when  viewed  in  retrospect, 
the  birth-rate  was  higher  and  the  death-rate  lower  than  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  was  slightly  higher  than  for  the  previous  year  and  also  slightly 
higher  than  for  the  Country  as  a  whole,  but  when  considered  against  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  of  the  Northern  areas  generally,  it  compares  favourably. 

Notifiable  diseases  showed  a  decrease  as  compared  with  1956,  measles  account¬ 
ing  for  about  50%  of  all  notifications.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  there  was  a 
decrease  in  tuberculosis  notifications  from  eleven  to  eight,  and  no  deaths  in  1957  as 
compared  with  two  in  1956  from  this  cause.  It  is  peculiar  to  note  that  whereas  in 
1956  the  tuberculosis  notifications  were  spread  throughout  seven  parishes,  all  the  cases 
in  1957  occurred  in  three  parishes,  viz.,  Nunthorpe,  Marton  and  Ormesby,  these 
parishes  being  greatly  expanding  parishes  due  to  a  large  number  of  new  residents. 

Three  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred;  in  this  connection  it  is  pleasant  to 
record  that  the  preventive  measures  increased  due  to  an  improved  supply  of  vaccine 
during  the  year,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  expect  an  increasing  flow  of  vaccine  for  the 
coming  year. 

The  section  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  has  been 
contributed  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  programme  of  slum  clearance  is  proceeding  satisfactorily  and  the  re¬ 
conditioning  of  sub -standard  properties  with  the  assistance  of  improvement  grants  is 
continuing. 

A  full  inspection  of  meat  is  being  maintained  at  the  slaughterhouses  in 

the  area. 


It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  progress  in  the  negotiations  with  the  Ministry  is 
taking  place  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  sewage  disposal  works.  It  is  hoped  that 
work  will  start  in  the  near  future. 
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This  introduction  tQ  the  Annual  Report  would  not  be  complete  were  I  to  fail 
to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  help  at  all  times.  I 
must  also  thank  all  the  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  assistance  throughout  the  year 
and  especially  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have  always  given 
of  their  best.

1.  (i)  WATER  : 

The  Council’s  Water  Schemes  collect  water  in  four  areas  in  the  hills  in  the 
southern  area  of  the  district. 

These  are  spring  supply  of  exceptionally  good  quality.  Due  to  the  acidity  and 
lack  of  carbonate  hardness  however,  precautions  are  taken  at  treatment  plants  on  each 
scheme  to  reduce  the  corrosive  action  on  metals. 

Water  collected  from  Turkey  Nab  is  stored  at  a  reservoir  at  Ingleby  Greenhow 
and  coupled  to  a  second  reservoir  at  Carlton.  This  system  also  takes  the  supply  from 
Mere  Beck  springs,  Faceby. 

Water  collected  from  three  sets  of  springs  feed  a  reservoir  at  Harfa  Bank, 
known  as  the  Scugdale  supply. 

There  is  a  controlled  link  to  these  two  supplies  between  Potto  village  and 
Potto  Hall  and  either  one,  or  both,  can  feed  a  high  level  water  tower  (50,000  gallons 
capacity)  at  Campion  Lane,  Hutton  Rudby. 

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  the  past  in  maintaining  the  level  in  this 
tank,  especially  during  “peak  draw”  periods  and  after  drought. 

This  problem  has  been  overcome  however,  by  connecting  the  mains  of  North¬ 
allerton  and  District  Water  Board  with  those  of  Stokesley  Council  at  West  and  East 
Rountons  respectively. 

This  system  has  given  a  very  satisfactory  answer  to  a  major  problem  and  has 
ensured  a  constant  supply  to  all  parts  of  the  district.

ORMESBY  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

These  works  are  situate  in  the  Northern  boundary  of  the  district,  the  land 
surrounding  same,  both  within  and  without  the  district,  has  been  purchased  by  the 
County  Borough  of  Middlesbrough  for  development. 

Included  in  the  scheme  of  development  of  the  County  Borough  is  the  laying 
of  a  trunk  sewer.  The  line  of  this  sewer  will  be  adjacent  to  the  works  and  will  be  of 
sufficient  size  to  include  all  present  and  possible  sewage  discharge  into  the  works  and 
convey  same  to  outfall  into  the  River  Tees. 

An  offer  has  been  made  by  the  County  Borough  to  purchase  the  works  and 
when  this  sewer  has  been  completed,  to  connect  the  existing  outfall  to  same.  The  works 
then  being  redundant,  would  be  demolished.  Negotiations  have  been  proceeding,  agree¬ 
ment  has  been  reached,  and  the  extension  of  Middle  Beck  sewer  and  connection  of 
Ormesby  outfall  is  now  awaited. 

GIPSY  LANE,  MARTON. 

It  will  be  noted  (Plans)  that  very  rapid  building  development  is  taking  place 
in  Nunthorpe  and  Marton,  most  of  which  will  drain  to  these  works  where  the  overload 
is  by-passed  to  pumps  which  pass  it  on  to  the  Tollesby  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  These 
are  fast  becoming  overloaded  and  the  Consulting  Engineers  have  submitted  a  report. 
The  question  is  being  considered  of  passing  the  sewage  to  the  sewerage  system  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Middlesbrough. 

GREAT  AYTON. 

Works  of  reconstruction  have  been  completed  and  further  flood  prevention 
works  are  in  hand. 

STOKESLEY. 

Sewer  extensions  and  works  of  reconstruction  are  in  progress. 
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PROPOSED  SEWERAGE  SCHEMES. 


The  proposed  schemes  of  sewerage  for  the  villages  of  Kirkby  and  Great 
Broughton,  Swainby,  Carlton,  Hutton  Rudby,  Seamer,  Yarm  and  Ingleby  Greenhow, 
for  which  application  for  provisional  allocation  of  grants  under  the  Water  Supplies 
and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  have  already  been  made,  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry. 

All  these  villages  are  on  a  public  piped  water  supply  and  the  sewerage  con¬ 
ditions  have  been  the  subject  of  adverse  reports  for  many  years. 

In  December,  the  Council  appointed  a  deputation  to  discuss  with  the  officials 
of  the  Ministry  these  schemes  with  a  view  to  sanction  being  given  to  go  ahead  with 
a  programme. 

It  is  hoped  that  substantial  grants  will  be  made  available  to  enable  the  schemes 
to  go  ahead  and  so  relieve  the  danger  tq  public  health  and  improve  the  amenities  of 
these  villages. 


(iii)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  : 

The  Council  have  again  continued  their  offer  of  grants  of  half  the  cost  up  to 
£8.  to  property  owners  for  converting  pail  closets  and  privies  to  water  closets,  and  in 
the  parishes  where  sewers  and  drains  are  available,  there  has  been  a  steady  progress  as

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(v)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  : 

The  Council  undertake  the  collection  of  household  refuse  throughout  the 
district  and  for  the  work  use  four  vehicles  plus  one  reserve. 

The  vehicles  are  standard  10  cu.  yard  side  loaders  with  double  cab  for  the 
transport  of  the  crew,  and  one  18  cu.  yard  “fore  and  aft”  tipper  which  was  purchased 
in  the  spring.  This  is  a  diesel  engine  driven  vehicle  and  is  serving  the  very  rapidly 
developing  Urban  type  area  of  Marton,  Nunthorpe  and  Ormesby. 

To  cope  with  this  development,  the  vehicle  has  a  complement  of  four  loaders 
whereas  the  other  vehicles  carry  three  loaders. 

This  is  the  first  diesel  driven  vehicle  and  it  is  proposed  that  this  type  of 
engine  be  used  for  future  replacements. 

A  weekly  collection  is  being  maintained  with  the  exception  qf  remote  properties 
—  mainly  farms  —  where  the  refuse  comprises  chiefly  tins  and  jars  —  in  these  cases 
a  fortnightly  or  request  call  is  made.

DISPOSAL  : 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  at  two  tips,  one  at  Quarry 
Hill  Farm,  Nunthorpe,  which  was  a  disused  whinstone  quarry  and  has  now  been  in 
use  for  over  twenty  years.  It  is  rapidly  being  filled  and  a  new  site  is  being  sought. 

The  second  tip  is  a  worked  out  sand  pit  at  Howe  Hill,  Newby,  which  serves 
the  western  area,  this  is  also  nearing  capacity  and  negotiations  have  resulted  in 
acquiring  a  further  worked  out  sand  pit  at  Seamer.  Part  of  this  tip  is  still  being  worked 
and  the  owners  have  agreed  to.  cover  the  working  area  with  top  soil  from  their  working, 
thus  enabling  “controlled  tipping”  to  be  carried  out.

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY  : 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
(Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and 
Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  the  local  authority  are  responsible  for  the  distributive 
side  and  issuing  of  supplementary  licences  in  respect  of  the  two  later  Regulations.

(b)  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955  —  Section  41. 

Specification  of  Areas  : 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  No.  2.  Order  1957. 

The  above  Order,  which  affects  the  whole  of  the  Stokesley  Rural  District, 
became  operative  on  the  25th  November. 

This  Order  makes  it  illegal  for  any  person  to  sell  by  retail  for  human  con¬ 
sumption,  any  milk  other  than  milk  which  may  be  sold  as  specially  designated  milk  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Steril¬ 
ised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949  to  1953,  and  all  retailers  selling  milk  in  the  area  (whether 
or  not  their  premises  are  situated  in  the  area)  will  need  to  be  licensed  to  use  a  special 
designation  in  relation  to  milk. 

(c)  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

ICE  CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT)  REGULATIONS. 

During  the  year,  two  licences  have  been  issued  to  retailers  of  ice  cream.  The 
premises  were  inspected  and  the  condition  of  the  licence  was  that  the  ice  cream  be 
pre-packed  and  sold  from  an  approved  refrigerated  cabinet. 

There  are  two  registered  manufacturers  in  the  area. 
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(c)  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION  : 


As  detailed  in  previous  reports  the  Council  operated  five  public  slaughter¬ 
houses.  These  were  taken  over  by  agreement  for  a  nominal  sum  of  £1.  per  year. 

The  management  was  vested  for  public  slaughtering  facilities  with  the  present 
occupiers,  these  occupiers  operating  their  premises  in  accordance  with  a  scale  of  fees 
agreed  by  the  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Food  :  occupiers  would  also  receive  all  fees 
payable  for  the  use  of  their  premises. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  this  system  is  working  admirably,  the  siting  of  the 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district  has  been  satisfactory,  both  to  the  butchers  and  to  the 
Inspectors  for  convenience,  and  full  co-operation  has  been  met.  100%  inspection  has 
been  carried  out. 

From  the  following  tables  it  will  be  obvious  that  additional  work  and  duties, 
much  of  which  is  outside  office  hours,  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors.  In  all, 
1,412  inspections  have  been  made  and  details  of  animals  inspected  are  shown  in  the 
following  tables.

During  the  year,  advice  has  been  given  during  visits  and  co-operation  of  the 
various  traders  has  been  very  satisfactory,  especially  retailers  trading  from  vans. 

There  is  room  for  improvement  in  some  of  the  smaller  shops  and  it  is  hoped 
that  through  visits  and  advice,  these  will  soon  be  met. 


LICENSED  PREMISES  : 

There  are  55  licensed  premises  in  the  area. 

Owing  to  increased  road  travel,  motorists,  cyclists  and  bus  parties,  the  use  of 
the  “  Country  Pub  ”  has  been  greatly  increased  and  there  has  certainly  been  a  change 
and  improvement  in  the  amenities  offered. 

The  extension  of  essential  services  has  meant  that  piped  water,  electricity,  gas 
and  main  drainage  is  available  in  even  remote  places. 

This  has  enabled  improvements  to  be  carried  out  and  the  owners  have  been 
very  willing  to  raise  the  standards  of  their  premises. 

This  is  particularly  noticed  in  the  sanitary  accommodation  and  it  is  only  due 
to  lack  of  main  drainage  that  there  are  any  premises  still  on  the  conservancy  system. 

Other  improvements  have  followed  with  the  provision  of  piped  water  and  now 
hot  water  is  available  for  washing  and  cleansing  of  glasses  and  equipment.
